School wins state excellence award

Four schools that help stu¬ 
dents learn and thrive in 
Romulus were recognized with 
awards for finding ways to boost 
student achievement 

The Michigan Association of 
School Boards (MASB) in 
Lansing notified administrators 
at Barth, Merriman and Wick 
Elementary schools and 
Romulus High School that they 
are among the winners of the 
Education Excellence Awards 
for 2005. 

Justin King, the executive 
director of MASB, said the 
awards recognized schools that 
create new educational and 
extra-curricular programs that 
help students succeed in 


school. 

“Innovative programs like 
these not only make learning 
fun, they engage both parents 
and the community,” he said. 
“These outstanding programs 
focus on helping all students 
pursue their dreams.” 

One program that helped the 
schools earn the MASB desig¬ 
nation is an initiative to combat 
childhood obesity and inactivity. 
Called STER or Students and 
Teachers Exercising with 
Pedometers, it helps fourth 
through sixth graders develop 
healthy habits early. 

Barth physical education 
teacher Sheila Stasak said the 
program said the students have 
responded to the program 
because it’s fun for them. 

“We have about 30 students 


who are pretty religious about 
walking,” she said. “We have 
others that only walk some of 
the time, but that’s fine. We 
have the hallway decorated in 
colorful paper feeL and kids get 
some prizes for the number of 
miles they walk. I think we’ll 
have some kids approaching 50 
miles soon.” 

It’s also a good way to sneak 
in a little math without the stu¬ 
dents realizing it, Stasak said. 
Because the students use the 
pedometers, they can perform a 
number of complex equations 
to help them learn how many 
calories they’ve burned and 
chart their progress after each 
walking sessioa 

The pedometers were paid

City drivers license points poliQ^ overhauled

Romulus city employees 
who have put the pedal to 
metal a few too many times, 
take heart; The city council is 
giving a break to drivers with 
more than three points on their 
license. 

The city Municipal Vehicle 
Use Policy formerly stated that 
drivers that accumulated more 
than three points at any given 
time would lose vehicle privi¬ 
leges. Now, individuals apply¬ 
ing for work with the city or 
who operate vehicles for the 
city presently may have up to 


six points on their license. 

Under the new policy, dri¬ 
vers already working for the 
city who receive one point will 
get a warning letter, drivers 
with two points will be placed 
on probation, and three points 
will temporarily suspend their 
vehicle privil^es as opposed to 
losing them entirely. Anyone 
caught driving under the influ¬ 
ence of liquor or drugs wiU not 
be able to drive a city-owned 
vehicle for three months. 

Often, points can be placed 
on someone’s license even 
when the moving violation is 
relatively harmless, and points 
for many violations stay on a

An adequate number of 
teachers nearing retirement in 
the Romulus Community 
School District have taken a 
buyout package, which means 
the district will not have to lay 
off personnel this year 

Twenty-seven teachers, 
paraprofessionals, administra¬ 
tors and support personnel 
elected to take the early buyout 
package, officials announced at 
the Romulus School Board 
meeting Monday. 

Joel Carr, the superinten¬ 
dent of schools, said he’s some¬ 
what surprised the package 
lured workers on the verge of 
retirement to leave early. 

This number is a little more 
than the company told us at the 
beginning,” he said. “But in 
general it’s about what we 
expected.” 

The distiici appiO^^heu 
potential retirees about the 


plan in March. The buyouts are 
expected to save the district 
about $1.5 million - the entire 
amount of the deficit for the 
2005-06 school year. The sav¬ 
ings will come because some 
new hires that will replace the 
retirees will not earn as much, 
and others will not be replaced 
at this time, according to Carr. 

For the 2005-06 school year, 
the district needed to trim the 
$40 million budget because of 
increased pension liabilities 
and lost state revenue. The 
plan was announced to eligible 
employees in February with an 
April 4 deadline, according to 
district spokesman Dick Kruse. 

Had the district not met the 
financial target with the buy¬ 
out, layoffs were a possibility. 
However, buying out seasoned 
employees does not represent 
an ideal situation for the dis- 
tricL Carr said. 

“You are taking away people

driver’s license for three years, 
said Councilman Charles 
Miller 

“Some of the reasons behind 
the point system are a little 
ridiculous,” he said.

The grant which is available 
through the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources, would be matched 
by the Romulus Downtown 
Development Authority CDDA) 
by 50 percent so the park can 
undergo improvements, 
according to city paperwork. 

The Romulus Historical 
Park is located at Bibbins and 
Goddard roads, west of Moore 
Street in the heart of the DDA 
district The current plan calls 
for repairs of several blighted 
areas, the addition of concrete 
pavement lighting, landscap¬ 
ing with flowers, trees and 
shrubs, and the relocation of 
existing trees. 

City estimates indicate that 
planned additions and 
improvements would cost 


about $501,004 Alternate plans 
for specialty pavement and an 
irrigation system could boost 
the cost to $625,000 - well with¬ 
in the range of 
the grant and 
matching 
funds. 

Other 
amenities at 
the park will 
include a 
paved parking 
loL a farmer’s 
markeL a bike path, and a cov¬ 
ered 40-foot by 80-foot shelter 
that will protect residents from 
the elements during fairs, con¬ 
certs, festivals and other com¬ 
munity performances. City 
leaders hope the improved 
park will become a hub of activ¬ 
ity for the downtown area and 
the community as a whole. 

The parks master plan was 
adopted in January 2003. Since 
then, the city has continually 
sought ways to finance 
improvements at the park to 
bring more options to the grow- 
ing residential base, said 
Councilman Charles Miller 
“Growth is coming to 
Romulus, and the historical 
park is going to be a big part of

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New court program ‘pays off’ for Belleville

Crime may not pay, but the 
consequences are certainly help¬ 
ing the City of Belleville. 

Keith Boc, department of pub¬ 
lic services director for Belleville, 
said the work program at the 34th 
District Court is an important 
help to the community. 

The program allows the court 
to sentence offenders to specific 
community service in the com¬ 
munity, helping the department 
of public service in Belleville and 
other communities the court 
serves. 

“Anything in the department 
that we need done—landscaping 
around the city, painting and 


other departmental concerns—is 
what they do,” Boc said. “It helps 
us out a lot. It sure is working 
great for Belleville and we hope 
we can utilize it for awhile.” 

The court work program works 
a 15-to-21-person crew for four 
hours on Fridays. They also send 
five to seven people to the city 
department of public works 
(DPW) for a six-hour shift every 
Thursday, where the workers do 
everything from painting, weed 
trimming, mowing, cleaning, rak¬ 
ing, restoring and snow removal, 
according to Gerald Rohn, work 
program supervisor. 

Belleville has been actively 
using this program for the past 
three years, according to City 
Manager Steve Walters. 


“It costs the citizens who par¬ 
ticipate $20 a day, so the cost of 
the program is paid by working. 
It’s not only practical for them but 
the outcome for the taxpayers, as 
well, because in these financial 
times we couldn’t afford to pay 
the people to do these things. It’s 
a really nice program in that con¬ 
text,” said Walters. 

“The program is also an alter¬ 
native to jail,” said Alan 
Hindman, director of court 
security. “They pay to be in the 
work program instead of going 
to jail.” 

From June 2004 until now, 
2,640 man-hours have been 
worked in Belleville. The addi¬ 
tional Belleville crew has put in 
1,348 man-hours for a total of 
3,998 hours. As a result, the city 
has saved more than $20,000, 
according to Rohn. 

“I took the liberty of calculat¬ 
ing the monetary value of these 
hours based on the minimum 
wage amount—$5.15 per hour— 
which would equal $20,538,” 
said Rolm. 

City officials expressed their 
appreciation to the court 
employees, who they say help 
make this valuable program 
work so well for Belleville. 

Signed by Mayor Tbm Fielder 
and members of the city council 
the letter said in part: “The 
workers provided by your pro¬ 
gram have been invaluable to 
our community by assisting us 


on projects which could not be 
accomplished with our small 
and busy department of public 
services. Your community ser¬ 
vice workers have provided 


snow shoveling for senior and 
disabled residents, beautifica¬ 
tion work on Main Street, sea¬ 
sonal maintenance in the city 
parks and Hillside Cemetery.”

Knasiak, 68, ran for mayor in

■ sons he hopes to be elected to 
the board this year and the 
issues he would like to see 
addressed are basically the

“I believe it is time to re¬ 
invent how the Romulus School 
Board operates,” he said. “If 
elected, I will introduce and 
support taking a more private 
business approach toward 
financing, managing, and oper¬ 
ating the Romulus School 
System” 


Knasiak has lived in Romulus 
for 20 years. During that period 
of time, he said he noticed that 
residents couldn’t afford the 
taxes currently leveled to benefit 
the school system. 

“The costs are just too high, 
it’s that plain and simple,” he 
said. “There’s nothing you can 
do about the way the state funds 
schools, but the bonds can be 
reduced. We’re just paying too 
much for some things that we 
don’t need, and the current 
board is not paying enough 
attention to the things that are 
needed.” 

Knasiak said one aspect of 
controlling costs could mean 
evaluating the costs of benefits 
to employees - which could be 
stemmed by creating a fixed sys¬ 
tem where employee benefits 


are co-shared and new property 
assessments could be directed 
toward students and not employ¬ 
ee salaries. This, he said, will 
help the district pay for eventual 
expansions without having to 
ask residents for bond monies. 

Another priority is creating 
more college-preparatory class¬ 
es that will help Romulus stu¬ 
dents get into a good collie and 
increase their ability to com¬ 
plete in the global marketplace 

“We don’t have nearly enou^ 
of these types of courses at the 
hi^ school - not anywhere near 
what other districts have,” he 
said. ‘Tve looked at what other 
districts have, and we’re behind. 
These kids are going to have to 
compete with students from 
other districts.” 

Knasiak said he’s not sure if 


current board members are 
committed to helping students 
get into college. 

“Some of the board members 
aren’t college graduates, and Fm 
not sure if they can make the 
decisions needed to help make 
the district successful,” he said 
A long-time neighborhood 
activist, Knasiak said he does 
not have children attending the 
schools but has a vested interest 
in the continuing evolution of 
the district He is a regular at 
city council and other public 
meetings, and speaks out on cily 
issues such as blight 

Knasiak is retired fit)m Ford 
Motor Co., where he woiked as a 
financial analyst, a policy and 
procedure administrator, an 
internal auditor and an invento¬ 
ry control manager. He holds a

for using grant dollars, Stasak 
said. 

Merriman and Wick schools 
have partnered with the 
National Boys and Girls Club to 
provide recreational and edu¬ 
cational activities for nearly 550 
students after school According 
to MASB data, Romulus schools 
were some of the first to use the 
partnership approach for divid¬ 
ing after school activities. 

Merriman principal Shellie 
Moore said the program has 
worked out well for parents and 
students because it cuts down 
on unsupervised time at home. 

‘This has been a great ser¬ 
vice for the students and their 
families,” she said. “It started in 


1996 after one of our teachers 
approached the club. We have 
so many activities for the stu¬ 
dents - and it’s not like the stu¬ 
dent has to attend every day. We 
have some that do and others 
that are dropped off only occa¬ 
sionally. And it’s much less 
expensive that latch-key pro¬ 
grams.” 

Sports, games and educa¬ 
tional activities at Wick and 
Merriman are offered after 
school until 8 p.m. at both 
schools. The cost of the pro¬ 
gram is $35 per year, the regular 
fee charged to join the Boys and 
Girls Club. 

Wick is also seeing progress 
in students’ reading skills 
because of a program called 
“body phonics,” which uses sto¬ 


rytelling, picture drawing and 
hand signals to link objects and 
ideas to the letters that make up 
a specific word. 

Another project at the high 
school that factored in the 
award are the 12th grade senior 
projects, which involve students 
in a semester-long community 
project as a graduation require¬ 
ment. Those projects have 
included collecting money for 
victims of the tsunami in 
Southeast Asia, collecting blan¬ 
kets for the needy and tutoring 
younger students. 

TWenty-eight public elemen¬ 
tary, middle and high schools 
were honored by MASB this 
year. Romulus is the first dis¬ 
trict to win four awards in the 
12-year association history.

from the top of the chain with a 
lot of experience, but we didn’t 
want to take away fix)m the bot¬ 
tom,” he said. “Our younger 
teachers have a lot of obliga¬ 
tions - they have student loans, 
they have car notes, they have 
babies - it really messes up 
their lives, and that’s not what 
we’re about Plus, can you 
imagine how many people we’d 
have to lay off? they make less, 
and it would take (more layoffs) 
to close the gap (on the 
deficit).” 

Personnel costs are being 
targeted by the district because 
about 85 percent of the school 
budget goes to pay employee 
salaries and benefits, according 
to Bill Routhier, director of 
business and finance. That fig¬ 


ure is typical for most large dis¬ 
tricts, he added. 

Everyone who took the buy¬ 
out package will work through 
the end of the school year. 
Kruse said there would be no 
noticeable changes in the qual¬ 
ity of classroom as a result of 
the retirements. 

The current plan floated by 
the district is not the first time 
an early buyout has been 
offered to Romulus school per¬ 
sonnel. Staffers opted for a sim¬ 
ilar plan in 1999, which during 
a two-year-period reduced staff 
by about 27 people. 

Romulus Community 
Schools employs about 535 edu¬ 
cators and support staff at six 
school facilities. 

District figures indicate that 
about 4,400 students attend 
Romulus Ckjmmunity Schools.

thaL” he said. “We have a lot of 
things there that are key to the 
city maintaining its identify as a 
small town. We have the old 
Bird house on site at the park, 
and it’s really important that 
we preserve what brought peo¬ 
ple to Romulus with the needs 
and wants of the people who 
will come here. Its a balancing 
act” 

A desirable downtown with 
a park that serves as the hub of 
activity for the community is 
important for the city to thrive, 
and the grant funds - if award¬ 
ed - will help that. Miller 
added. 

City officials hope the new 
amenities at the park and activ¬ 


ities that could take place there 
will improve the ability of the 
city to attract new residents. 
But whether the park could 
influence those factors remains 
unclear. Miller said. 

“I think the jury’s still out on 
tliat one, but we’ll have growth 
here because we have some¬ 
thing most of the other cities 
around us don’t have - land,” 
he said. “Many of the other 
cities are built out We still have 
a rural feel here, and having a 
great park will help us main¬ 
tain that while we grow.” 

The city will know whether 
the grant is awarded during the 
next several weeks.

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Safety first 

Schools plan for emergency situations

Students in the Van Buren Public 
School District are a bit safer these days, 
and district administrators credit a recent 
update of the school emer^gency response 
plan for that feeling of security. 

According to Paul Henning, spokesper¬ 
son for the dis¬ 
trict, Van Buren 
started the re- 
assessment 
process about two 
years ago when 
homeland securi- 
. ly issues were on 
the rise. 

“With the help 
of the police and 
fire departments and the building grounds 
workers, we went around to assess each 
} building to see what needed to be done for 
the overall safety of our schools,” he said. 

; “About the time we finished, a grant finm 
the State Homeland Security program 
became available, so we used the portion 
of our funds to do a complete oveiiiaul on 
the manual finm the bottom up.” 

The emergency response guide, which 
will be distributed to each classroom in 
the district, includes procedures for 
employees to take should an emergency 
occur. The topics are: death on a school 
property, evacuation procedures, medical 
emergencies, missing or abducted stu¬ 
dents, fire or arson, minor in possession of 
alcohol or tobacco on school grounds, 
severe weather, intruder on school site, 
physical assault, suicide threat or attempt, 
armed subject or hostage situation and 
weapons on school property The grant 
also requires that chemical, biological, 
radiological and nuclear elements are 


included. 

“It’s all very methodical in design,” said 
Henning. “There is an immediate proce¬ 
dure depending on the crisis so each 
instance is different, but many start with a 
code red lock-down.” 

A code red lock down is declared by the 
administrator-in-charge when a situation 
exists that threatens the safety of students 

and staff It 
requires them 
to stay in their 
classrooms, 
according to the 
guide. 

“If some¬ 
thing were to 
occur, people 
would know 
what to do to 
keep everyone safe,” said Henning. 
‘Working hand and hand with the police 
and fire departments we want to make 
sure we are not cau^t off" guard.” 

And with past school tragedies, such as 
the Columbine and Minnesota high school 
shootings, as well as constant threats of 
terrorism attacks, the school system can 
never be too prepared. That includes the 
use of School Resource Officers (SRO) that 
came to the Van Buren schools about 3 
years ago. Each officer—Ryan Bidwell 
and Kristy Faull—rotate monitoring the 
elementary and middle schools, along 
with the high school 

“They (SROs) were built into the emer¬ 
gency plan and are the first-responders if 
anything should happen,” said Henning 
The school district is also \yorking to 
receive more funding to pay for surveil¬ 
lance cameras and recording devices to be 
put in the schools for extra securily. They 
hope to be in line for the funds in the near 
future, Henning said.

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The price of safety 

Voters in Plymouth Township will face a decision on Tuesday 
when they head to the polls to decide whether the township should 
renew and increase a public safety millage. 

That question is: whaf s more important, low taxes or safety? 

It’s a no-brainer to us. Voters should renew the public safety mill- 
age and the minimal increase, as well 

It’s a fact of life that costs will continually go up. The insurance 
industry, if no other factor, will make sure of that The township, like 
every other municipality throughout the state, is also facing reduced 
revenue because of a soft economy. The money from this millage is 
sorely needed. Together, they will bring in about $3.9 million to the 
township - a tough figure to replace at the best of times and these are 
not necessarily the best of times. 

Police officials have done an admirable job of keeping down the 
costs they could, providing top-notch service and reaching out into the 
community at the same time. They’ve earned the right to continue at 
that level. Residents should vote YES for public safety. 

Our choices are clear 

Across the state, municipalities will take on a new challenge when 
they administer school board elections for the first time. 

The move to consolidate those elections with municipal ones and 
provide pre-set dates to help encourage voter turnout most likely won’t 
pan out; many municipal clerks are forecasting a 10 percent turnout, if 
that 

It’s sad at a time when schools, school funding, property values and 
the quality of life are such frequent topics of conversation and eye¬ 
catching headlines. In many districts, the school board races are 
uncontested - in some there are not even enough candidates to fill 
open seats - and the apparent apathy is troubling. 

School districts are at the heart of the community, after all. They’re 
one of the main factors the heads of families look at when they decide 
where to pitch their tents, hang their hats - choose your cliche. Here 
are our choices for school board in the contested elections in western 
Wayne County. 

In Plymouth Canton, incumbent Tom Wysocki of Plymouth is run¬ 
ning against newcomer Emily Florence of Canton Township. Wysocki, 
a former athletic club booster, has done a good job during his time on 
the board and we see no reason why he shouldn’t continue. His judg¬ 
ments have been sound, his arguments well reasoned. It’s easy to say 
that funding will be the most important thing to deal with going into his 
second term, but we like the fact that he knows that means increased 
enrollment is important, too. 

In Romulus, two first-time board members are seeking re-election 
against two challengers. We think they deserve the nod over chal¬ 
lengers Leo Knasiak and Tony Heimberger Cheryle Buckley has served 
in every executive capacity on the board, and is the current president 
In addition to funding issues, she’s concerned about luring students 
back to the district by providing the types of services they left Romulus 
for. That means a public relations campaign, most likely, and it’s good 
to see public school board members realize that they have to be 
increasingly competitive in the current educational climate. 

Likewise, April Prayer has provided a sound presence during her 
four years on the board. Her ideas about increased security at schools 
may not be popular - nobody likes to acknowledge the fact that there 
could be trouble at any school, anywhere - but they are proactive. 

Knasiak is running on a platform that school taxes are too high. It’s 
a good strategy, because many people will get behind the idea of lower 
taxes at any time. In a district where the bulk of the school tax comes 
from the state and large corporations, though, there’s not much the

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School districts show right Focus 





School districts around the state are all dealing 
with the same thing these days: they’re all trying to 
provide the same or better services to students with 
less money while dealing with ever-increasing 
costs. 

It’s not the fault of their respective administra¬ 
tions or school boards either, for the most part It’s 
the result of relatively stagnant revenue sources at 
a time when expenses are going through the roof 
Welcome to Michigan in the early part of the 21st 
century. 

During the annual State of the Community 
address last week, Northville Schools 
Superintendent Leonard Rezmierski tried to put 
the issue into perspective. His district faces a differ¬ 
ent version of the same problem: they have to keep 
costs down, avoid making cuts, and plan for new 
schools at the same time because families are con¬ 
tinuing to move into the community and their exist¬ 
ing schools are too crowded. He said the district 
had to focus on providing a practical educational 
environment, rather than a flashy one. 

“We’re not a Lincoln Navigator, but we’re not a 
Ford Focus, either,’’ he said. 

Hey, wait a minute. I drive a Fbcus. 

Rezmierski said he was just looking for an exam¬ 
ple that everyone would understand and this is a 
car town, after all. Elven so, I think the Fbcus fits as 
an analogy and I’ll tell you why. 

Like I said, I drive a Fbcus. I like iL too. It’s not 
even a sporty Fbcus. It is, in fact a Fbcus wagon. It’d 
be hard on some levels to find something less ‘cool’ 
than a station wagon, I agree; you’d probably have 
to get something with imitation wood panels. But 
the coolness factor doesn’t weigh as heavily on my 
mind, anymore, now that I’ve got a mortgage and 
incoming bills that require constant attention and 
some occasionally creative financing. 

I only bought the car recently, and the decisions 
leading up to the switch from my previous car mir¬ 
rored those school - and municipal - officials have 
made: I needed something less flashy, more practi¬ 
cal. 

So, out went the PT. Cruiser, electronic moon 


roof, neat little coin slots and 
umpteen different seating 
arrangements and all. 

The Focus would be cheaper 
to drive, cheaper to maintain, cheaper to insure 
and it would still get me where I needed to go, 
right? And, with apologies to my friends in law 
enforcemenL that Zetec engine will really howl 
when I want it to. 

It’s got all of the essentials - a CD player, cruise 
control, air conditioning, cup holders - and it’s a 
nice, smooth ride, too. If I need to, I can deck it out , 
later; the stereo has a place to hook up an MP3 : 
player; there are places where switches for after 
market fog lamps or a sunroof could go. h 

It’s the ideal that school districts should shoot } 
for all the practicality of a well-tuned ride without ; 
all the added expense of fancy hubcaps, satellite 
systems and 12-speaker stereo gystems. 

After all, in this day and age, who needs a 
Navigator? Sure, they may look nice, but they’re too 
expensive to take out of the driveway, with gas ; 
prices the way they are. 

If you ask me, school officials are making the ; 
right choices, cutting out the fat and making sure 
they’re still preparing the children for the future. ! 
It’s the right environment and anyone can flourish i 
in the right environment 

As a caveat to my personal story - and perhaps :

Family plans breakfast ftindraiser for celebral palsy victim

Some people may take the 
ability to drive a car for granted, 
but not Joby Dennings. He was 
born with cerebral palsy and, 
because the condition doesn’t 
allow his muscles to completely 
relax, Dennings has a difficult 
time with physical activity, 
including driving a car 

But his mother, Yvette 
Powers, is working against those 
odds to make Dennings’ two 
dreams happen: to drive a car 
and to become independent 
When Dennings, of Belleville, 
was bom 20 years ago, his par¬ 
ents were told that he would 
never walk or talk because of his 
diagnosis of cerebral palsy. 


Powers said she knew otherwise. 

‘The doctors told us because 
of the muscle spasms that he 
would wouldn’t be able to do 
those things, so he went through 
several different medical treat¬ 
ments, as well as both physical 
and speech therapy,” she said. 

“Things were getting better so 
when it came time for him to go 
to school and he did,” said 
Powers. 

It wasn’t until a few years later 
that Dennings approached his 
family with the idea of rhizotomy 
surgery, which severs the spinal 
nerve roots to relieve spasticity. 
He was 8 when he underwent the 
sutgery, Powers said. 

“He was the one who told us 
about it: a fourth grader who was 
doing his research,” she said. 


“Before he had less mobility, but 
the surgery did help with the 
rotation in his arms.” 

According to United Cerebral 
Palsy, the disease is a chronic 
condition that affects body move¬ 
ment and muscle coordination. It 
is caused by damage to one or 
more specific areas of the brain, 
usually occurring during fetal 
development; before, during, or 
shortly after birth; or during 
infancy. 

Powers is helping her son to 
accomplish his first goal: to drive 
a car. He already has a driver’s 
permit, but because of costly 
medical bills and the lack of 
health insurance, Dennings has 
been unable to pay for a mini-van 
equipped for him to drive. 

That’s why Powers will host a 


pancake breakfast at the 
Belleville High School cafeteria 
from 10 am. to 3 p.m. on May 8. 
Tickets are $6 for adults and $3 
for children. FUnds generated 
will go toward the purchase of a 
new mini-van with safety 
hydraulics and handicap equip¬ 
ment that costs between $3,500- 
$4,500, Powers said 

“He’s starting to get his hopes 
up now about driving, so we hope 
to raise as much as possible,” she 
said. 

If extra money is generated. 
Powers said it will go toward 
Dennings’ medical checkups and 
a new wheelchair. 

Donations can also be made to 
the National Transplant 
Assistance Rmd O^TAF) in honor 
of Joby Dennings. Checks can be

Schools board votes to support new state legislation requiring consistent funding 


Members of the Van Buren 
Public School board recently 
approved Senate bill 246, which 
would fund the school district 
on a more consistent basis, 
according to Paul Henning, 
spokesperson for the district 
The bill, which was intro¬ 
duced into legislation this year 
will ensure adequate funding 
for public schools, community 
colleges and higher education 


by requiring a minimum yearly 
funding increase based on the 
rate of inflation or 5 percent, 
whichever is less; protect the 
foundation allowance, at-risk 
funding, special education and 
ensure that community colleges 
and universities would receive 
the same inflationary funding 
increase as K-12 schools; cap 
the schools’ contributions to the 
Michigan Public School 


Employees Retirement System 
(MPSERS) at 12.99 percent and 
calls for the state to pay for any 
retirement costs above that per¬ 
centage; eliminate the language 
that allows school budgets to be 
automatically pro-rated in the 
middle of a school year and 
require initial increases to be 
calculated using the base year 
2002-2003 and to take effect in 
the 2005-2006 fiscal year. 


The school board also 
approved the Wayne County 
School Board Association 
Funding resolution, which 
states: that school funding must 
be a top priority of the legisla¬ 
ture and the governor due to no 
funding increase in more than 
three years and budget cuts. 

The Van Buren school board 
requests the legislature to cre¬ 
ate a more stable funding for¬ 


mula, as well as address the sky¬ 
rocketing costs of health care 
and pension. The resolution 
will be given to all Michigan leg¬ 
islators, the state board of edu¬ 
cation, the governor, the 
Michigan Association of School 
Boards, the Michigan 
Association of School 
Administrators and the Tri- 
County Alliance for Public 
Education.

He also has hurdler and long 
jumper Aurielle McCauley on 
board for what he hopes is a 
consistent season. She has the 
ability to hit 17 feet in the long 
jump, he said. 

And Brittany Howard, sprint¬ 
er and long jumper is also back 
in actioa She has the ability to 
hit 18’ 3” in the long jump and 
will use her speed as a key relay 
person in the 4x100 and 4x200. 

It is quite the opposite when 
talking about distance competi¬ 


tion. That’s where the Eagles 
lack depth and experience. 

Cook hopes that will change 
with the addition of Tamila 
Myles, who broke the school 
record (2:31) in the half-mile by 
four seconds in just her second 
meet as an Eagle. She also runs 
a six-minute mile, never having 
run the mile before. Cook said. 

“Adding her has been a posi¬ 
tive for the team,” he said.

A lot of the talent on the 
Romulus team is from some of
